Obama tops men’s list, 
Clinton leads women’s

Vice President and former Indiana 
Gov. Mike Pence is the nation’s 10th- 
most admired man, according to Gal- 
lup’s latest Most Admired Man and 
Woman poll. 

This is the second consecutive year 
that Pence has secured the No. 10 spot 
in the annual poll. He shares 10th place 
with Amazon.com founder Jeff Bezos 
and the Dalai Lama. 

Pence, Bezos and the Dalai Lama 
each earned about 1 percent of the total 
vote, according to Gallup. 

The poll asks respondents what 
man and woman “that you have heard 
or read about, living today in any part 
of the world, do you admire most? And 
who is your second choice?” 

Former President Barack Obama, 
who also held the top spot every year 
of his presidency and the year he was 
elected, beat out second-place winner 
President Donald Trump this year: 17 
percent to 14 percent. 

Hillary Clinton was named the most 
admired woman for the 16th consecu- 
tive year and has held that spot for 22 
times, more than Eleanor Roosevelt, 
who held the Gallup title 13 times. 

Other names high on the lists in- 
clude: Pope Francis, the Rev. Billy Gra- 
ham, John McCain, Elon Musk, Mi- 
chelle Obama, Oprah Winfrey, Eliza- 
beth Warren, Angela Merkel and 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

In the 71 years that Gallup has con- 
ducted the most admired poll, the cur-
